DISTILLERS IN 
CANADA TO PAY 
U.S. GREAT SUM 

Montreal Hears 145,000,000 Is Total of Settlement of 
U.S. Claims Against Producers ln Eastern Part of 
Dominion for Duties on Liquor Which Found Its 
Way Into Republic During Prohibition-----

Wuhinfton, Kay 13.—Treasury official* said today as . 
agnemeat had been reached with large distiller* of Can¬ 
adian Uqnor on United States claims for tariff duties on 
liquor smuggled into this country during prohibition. 

Details of the agreement have not been made public, but 
it wa« reported the Canadian diatillen will pay to this 
country many millions in duties. 


The department's original claim was 
for mors than •100,000.000. but It 
waa understood the settlement was 
for considerably leas. 

Settlement was attributed to con- 
greealonal consideration of legislation 
designed U> prohibit further importa¬ 
tions of liquor from distillers whoee 
product waa smuggled v nto this coun- 
A try during prohibition. 

As a result of the settlement offi¬ 
cials said the Treasury wUl not press 
for the enactment of the bill. 

They said no official announce¬ 
ment regarding the settlement would j 
be made today. 

NEGOTIATION'S CARRIED ON 

The reported settlement followed 
active negotiations during the last 
fortnight between representatives of 
Canadian distillers and the United 
Stales Treasury, State and Justice 
Departments. 

Hearings on the liquor tax admin¬ 
istration bill developed that United 
States claims for customs duties and 
taxes arising out of the bringing Into 
IS* United state* whisky, wine and 
beer during prohibitum, principally 
from Canada, totaled about $100,000,- j

It 
waa claimed this country waa afford¬ 
ing to Canadian distillers tbs means 
of disposing of their otherwise un¬ 
saleable stocks.

“OECAUSE OF THE U-S.S.R.’t SUCCESS 
JD with Stakhanov efficiency methods of produc¬ 
tion, the Soviet second Five Year Plan promises to ha 
completed k four years, enabling the nation to attain 
a 'splendid isolation' with foreign trade at a mini¬ 
mum.'* according to Mies Harriet Moore, comment- 
kg upon Russian busmess trends k Pacific Affairs, 
quarterly of the Institute of Pacific Relations, pub- 
ished in Nqw York. 

Qaimkg that "today the economy of die U S. 
3.R. it nearly balanced and its dependence on foreign 
bade is dimmishing.” the writer asserts that "the con¬ 
tracts of foreign wigineers and technicians still k tht 
U.S.S.R. are ceasing to call for payment in foreign 
currencies—a criterion of their necessity to the Soviet 
Union- 

Machinery imports, see are told, are now lest 
than one-sixth of what they were three years ago and 
the Soviets are producing every variety, though stdl 
not m sufficient quantity. Import* of.wooLhidet and 
livestock are rapidly decreasing, srhile the UA.S.R. 
hat already become practically eelf-sufficient in cot¬ 
ton, Mita Moore says, and continues: 

“Every region is building up a balanced economy 
to that there will be no sections which can be desig¬ 
nated at producing areas as apposed to consuming 
■rent, or agricultural regions as opposed to purely in¬ 
dustrial ooes. In the Far East a new o3 refinery 
is in operation, refining Sakhalin oil. and coal fields 
have been opened to provide fuel for local consump¬ 
tion.

•imoet as much pig iron at you. though you still 
are ahead of ma k steel and rnllkg mill products. 
In nnal and oil you outdistance me. but I, toe. have 
tnough to export both. I still can not compete k 
the output of automobiles, but k making tractots and 
combines I surpass you. In general, we have the 
seme crop area, and while you ere more efficient 
k the production of wheel and sugar beets, I get 
more cotton per acre than you do.' 

"In efficiency of production, both m agriculture 
and k industry, the Soviet Union is for behind the 
United States. This is largely due to the leek of 
trained personnel and to the kadequacy of transport 
These weaknesses are well known to Soviet authori¬ 
ties and steps are being taken to rectify them."

MINS DUST 

A LTHOUGH EVERY MEANS IS TAKEN 

k modem mining practice to eliminate dust 
fnm the mine air, tome dust will, of necessity, be 
present on certsk occasions or k certain placet. This 
dust may be relatively harmless to thorn breathing 
k, or k may bo extremely dangerous, depending 
largely on the particular minerals present. It might 
bo assumed that the dust would have the tame mkeral 
composition as the mill-feed obtained by crushing the 
ore, but that this it not necessarily the case is shown 
by experiments conducted by' Professor T. L. 
Walker, University of Toronto, and described by 
him k a paper entitled “Determination of the 
Mkeral Composition of Mine Dust by Means of 
X-rays,” which ha presented at the recent annual 
meeting of the Canadian Insbtnte of Mining and 
Metallurgy at Ottawa. 

These analyses of mine dust and of mill feed 
from the seme mine, mdicate that certain minerals 
settle from the air more quickly than others, with 
the result that they form a smaller percentage of 
the dust than of the ore. This, says Professor 
Walker, is most marked k the rase of quartz. Min¬ 
erals with best cleavage concentrate in' the dust At 
his suggestion, experiments were undertaken by Pro¬ 
fessor G. L Clark. University of Illinois, which 
have developed into an established method for de¬ 
termining the amount of quartz k mint dust by means 
of a study of X-ray diffraction patterns from dust, 
and of the densitometer curves prepared from them. 
By this method, a mature of crystalline substances 
may be analyzed, giving the per rent of each crystal¬ 
line component. The accuracy of tins method for
